3. Claim 1 recites "removing exposed portions of the layer of oxide material from the first 
transistor, thereby exposing a top portion of the silicon gate stack. . . .forming a first silicide on 
the exposed top portion of the silicon gate stack of the first transistor". 

These features in combination with the other elements of the claim are neither disclosed 
nor suggested by the prior art of record.
